We  recognize  and  commend  the  progress  that  IOC  has 
made  in  upgrading  rush  activities ; the  efforts  of  the  Court 
to  secure  justice  whenever  adequate  evidence  of  violations 
is  presented  to  it  and  the  many  unheralded  and  unpublished 
effort  of  the  Units  themselves  to  take  action  against  violat- 
ers.

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Student  Opinion  Varies  On  Unit  Issue

Students  almost  unanimously 
believe  that  the  social  unit  bill 
will  be  defeated  on  the  forth- 
coming ballot,  if  a sample  sur-  i 
vey  of  social  unit  members  and  j 
non-members  is  any  indication.  I 
MOST  STUDENTS  feel  that 
the  bill  is  the  result  of  political ! 
capitalization  on  an  already  ex- 
isting problem.  “The  bill  may  be 
a publicity  maneuver,  but  those 
who  advocate  it  are  basing  their 
arguments  on  facts,”  said  one 
student.  Another  stated  that  the 
bill  would  probably  turn  away 
votes  from  those  candidates  who 
are  behind  it. 


“the  members  would  meet  sec- 
retly and  might  do  things  they 
would  never  do  in  the  open. 
Here,  they  can  be  regulated  and 
watched.” 

Students  as  a whole  felt  that 
the  Church  auxiliaries  are  in- 
capable of  handling  the  social 
life  of  the  university.  “The  aux- 
iliaries are  not  strong  enough 
now,”  said  one  student.  Another 
said  the  Church  would  be  unable 


to  support  activities  such  as 
Homecoming  without  raising 
ward  budgets,  etc.

Some 
felt  that  the  units  are  a poor 
substitute  for  membership  in  na- 
tional organizations,  but  a few 
stated  that  social  units  lowered 
the  tradition  of  the  university.

A relatively  few  expressed 
concern  that  the  bill  could  pos- 
sibly affect  the  units  of  which 
they  are  members  or  the  units 
they  are  planning  to  rush.  Most, 
however,  felt  that  in  the  event 
the  bill  is  passed,  action  on  it 
will  be  killed  by  the  administra- 
tion. 

QUERIED  AS  to  the  faults,  if 
any,  of  the  existing  social  units, 
nearly  all  students  listed  the 
rush  and  initiation  practices  and 
exclusion  of  outsiders.  Other 
faults  mentioned  were  concen- 
tration of  some  units  on  non- 
members of  the  Church  and  the 
“worldliness”  of  the  units. 

A minority  of  students  advo- 
cated membership  in  national 
sororities  and  fraternities.  As  one 
student  put  it,  “The  social  units 
at  BYU  are  a consolation  prize 
because  we  can’t  belong  to  na- 
tional organizations.” 

RELATIVELY  few  felt  that 
the  faults  of  the  units  are  seri- 
ous enough  to  warrant  abolish- 
ment of  the  units.  “And  if  they 
were,”  declared  one  young  lady,

On  Sundays  6-foot,  210  pound 
Edmund  K.  Parker  of  Pasadena 
Calif.,  might  easily  be  described 
as  a typical  tithe-paying  elder 
in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  by  members  of 
his  home  ward. 

But  to  a group  of  businessmen 
and  Hollywood  and  TV  “tough 
guys’  ’on  the  other  days  of  the 
week,  Ed  Parker  is  the  high 
priest  and  prophet  of  filmland’s 
newest  and  roughest  fad:  kar- 
ate. 

KARATE  (pronounced  caw- 
raw-tay),  for  those  of  you  who 
haven’t  heard  of  the  maiming 
method  of  self  defense  used  by 
the  Japanese  during  World  War 
II  ,is  the  Frankensetin  friend  of 
jujitsu  and  judo. 

The  major  difference  between 
the  three  defensive  methods, 
however,  is  that  in  karate  you 
concentrate  more  on  delivering 
a -death  dealing  blow  with  your 
elbow,  foot,  finger  or  hand,  in- 
stead of  just  throwing  your  ad- 
versary to  the  ground  in  a crum- 
pled heap. 

THIS  IS  DONE  in  the  main 
by  striking  your  opponent  with 
the  terribly  toughened  edge  of 
your  hand,  or  clenched  fist,  in 
any  one  of  the  vital  points  on 
his  body. 

Because  of  this  ferocious  phi- 
losophy, the  U.  S.  Army  and 
regular  police  forces  do  not 
teach  regular  karate  training. 

However,  it  has  been  estimat- 
ed that  there  are  more  than  50,- 
000  addicts  of  karate  in  the  Un- 
ited States  at  this  time.  In  ad- 
dition there  are  some  §0  schools 
teaching  this  mode  of  defense. 

OUTSTANDING  among  the 
tutors  of  karate  in  America  is 
black-thatched  Ed  Parkel-,  a for- 
mer graduate  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  who  at  the  present 
time  has  two  “Kempo  Karate 
Self  Defense  Schools”  in  Calif- 


Included  among  Parker’s  stu- 
dents is  Nick  Adams,  star  of  the 
TV  show  “The  Rebel,”  and  oth- 
er filmland  notables  and  busi- 
nessmen. Parker  also  published 
a book  entitled  “Kempo  Karate” 
expounding  on  his  unusual  pro- 
fession. 

In  a personal  letter  to  The 
Universe,  Parker  attributed 
much  of  his  success  to  being  a 
member  of  the  Church.  He  said 
that  many  of  his  students  had 
great  respect  for  the  Church. 

PARKER  SAID  he  first  start- 
ed in  BYU  in  1949,  but  after 
completing  his  sophomore  year 
enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard 
It  was  during  this  period  he 
started  to  develop  his  talents  in 


self  defense  in  order  to  avoid 
fighting  with  friends  who  ob- 
jected to  his  ideas  of  refraining 
from  drinking  and  smoking. 

He  returned  to  the  “Y”  in 
1 1954,  majoring  in  sociology  and 
j minoring  in  political  science.  He 
was  also  a member  of  the  Val 
; Hyric  social  unit.  During  his 
i final  year  he  was  a member  of 
| the  faculty  extension  division 
teaching  police  officers  self  de- 
fense for  which  they  were  given 
college  credit. 

NOTICING  the  success  he  had 
at  this  time,  Parker  got  the  idea 
that  after  graduating  he  would  go 
to  Hollywood  to  work  as  a so- 
cial worker,  and  teach  karate  to 
law  enforcement  men  in  the 
evenings.

54,000  Alumni  Served  By  Association 


Keeping  track  of . 54,000 
people  is  a big  job  for  anyone 
but  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Alumni  Association  would 
like  about  26,000  more  people  to 
keep  a finger  on! 

Since  the  establishment  of 
BYU,  80,000  people  have  attend- 
ed the  institution.  The  Alumni 
Association  knows  the  wliere- 
abouts  and  activities  of  almost 
two-thirds  of  this  number.  But 
the  other  one-third  “lost”  souls 
are  the  object  of  a constant  and; 
never-ending  search. 

“WE  HAVE  three  girls  work- 
ing  full  time  just  trading  down 
the  location  of  lost  alumni.  They  j 
send  letters  to  parents,  relatives ! 
and  ex-roommates  to  try  to  lo- 
cate them,”  said  Ray  Beckham, 
executive  secretary  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

The  purpose  of  this  extensive 
search  is  explained  in  the  guid-*< 
ing  philosophy  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

“We  feel  that  even  though  a 
person  has  left  the  University  as 
a student,  he  is  still  a part  of  it 
and  we  try  to  keep  him  inform- 
ed of  University  activities,”  said 
Beckham. 


OVER  500,000  pieces  of  mail 
are  sent  out  of  the  Association  j 
office  each  year  to  keep  alumni 
current  with  University  growth,  I 
development,  projects  and  goals,  j 
A paper,  the  Brigham  Young 
Alumnus,  is  sent  five  times 
yearly,  free  of  charge,  to  each 1 
alumnus. 

Any  person  who  has  ever  at- 
tended BYU  is  considered  an  j 
alumnus  and  has  an  individual  j 
file  folder  for  biographical  in- 1 
formation.  Name,  birthdate,  col- ! 
lege  major,  graduation  date  and 
name  of  spouse  is  recorded  on 
IBM  cards  and  placed  in  the 
person’s  file. 

“BYU  WAS  THE  first  college 
to  place  such  basic  information 
on  IBM  cards,”  according  to  Mr. 
Beckham. 

Yearbook  pictures,  newspaper I 
clippings,  correspondence  and/ 
or  other  personal  information  j 
which  the  Alumni  Association 
receives  is  included  in  the  file 
folders. 

THIRTY-EIGHT,  five-drawer 
filing  cabinets  are  needed  to 
hold  the  80,000  folders.  It  takes 
six  part-time  students  and  the 
help  of  Spurs,  Thea  Alexis,  Y ,

the  files  current. 

Besides  the  individual  file 
folder,  each  alumnus  his  four 
other  cards  filed  according  to 
alphabet,  geographic  location, 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saint  stake  location  and 
class  of  BYU. 

“IT’S  PRETTY  hard  for  an 
alumnus  to  get  lost  after  we 
find  him,”  chuckled  Beckham. 

The  files  are  constantly  un- 
dergoing revision  as  alumni 
change  names,  addresses,  occu- 
pations or  receive  special  honors 
and  recognition.  As  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  Association  tries  to 
record  each  significant  event  in 
an  alumnus’s  life. 

“We  made  21,240  address 
changes  alone  in  1960,”  said 
Beckham. 

THE  ALUMNI  Association 

has  greatly  expanded  services 
during  the  past  six  years.  In 
1954,  the  Association  had  only 
8,000  alumni  current  addresses 
and  less  than  15,000  names. 

I “Now  we  have  the  name  of 
every  person  who  has  ever  at- 
tended BYU  and  are  well  on  our 
way  to  knowing  the  where- 
abouts of  each  one,”  said  Beck- 
ham. 

THE  EXECUTIVE  secretary 
estimates  that  in  25  years  the 
Association  will  serve  150,000 
alumni. 

Alumni  of  the  University  are 
scattered  in  50  states,  47  foreign 
countries  and  all  U.S.  posses- 
sions. Stake  and  mission  presi- 
dents of  the  Church  appoint 
alumni  in  their  respective  stakes 
and  missions  to  serve  as  BYU 
coordinators. 

THESE  COORDINATORS  or- 
ganize and  conduct  alumni  ac- 
tivities in  their  areas.  Special 
projects  are  given  to  the  stake 
and  mission  areas  by  the  Alum- 
ni Association  each  month. 
There  are  presently  310  alumni 
working  as  stake  coordinators 
and  an  average  of  200  alumni 
per  stake. 

One  of  the  most  important 
alumni  projects  is  soliciting 
funds  for  the  Destiny  Fund. 

“WE  HAVE  contacted  about 
a third  of  the  alumni  the  past 
year  and  plan  to  continue  this 
program  every  year  from  now 
on,”  reported  Beckham.
